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DETAILED ACTION 

The request filed on The request filed on 12/16/2003 for a Continued 
Examination Application (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 
10071248 is acceptable and a RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The IDS submitted on 12/16/03 has been partially considered . 
Some of them were not published so a line has been drawn though them. 
Due to the voluminous nature of the IDS applicants , applicants are required to 
specify the most pertinent ones. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 18, 21,22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for treating tumors , does not reasonably provide 
enablement for the prevention and treatment of osteoporosis , inflammation and 
angiogenesis disorders. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to prevent the above 
mentioned and any hyper-proliferative disorder commensurate in scope with these 
claims. 



In re Wands, 858 F.2d 731, 737, 8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 
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There is no population study data in the specification that can support the fact 
that these diseases are in fact being prevented. The state of the art is still very 
unpredictable to enable one to know when one would get the above mentioned disease. 

The applicants have not provided any guidance how these compounds do indeed 
prevent these diseases. 

The specifications provide support for solid tumors , which does not encompass 
any and all hyper-proliferative disorder! 

Conclusion 
Claims 18, 21 and 22 are not allowable.
